In line with this m ove to assure 
both dealer and custom er of Impar­ 
tial w eighing of products, is the effort 
being made by the deputy sealers of 
the state to enforce the weighing of 
fcod products, instead of selling by 
m easure, as was until a short tim e ago 
alm ost universally the custom . Strange 
as it may seem. Mr. Barr assorts that 
the greatest opposition to this

com e from the housew ives, many of 
whom alm ost insist on having their 
potatoes and such other com m odities 
measured 
in the old-fashioned way 
W holesalers, he states, 
have

Columbus, Feb. in.— W ith a strong 
probability that an ex tra session 
>f 
th e general assem bly next fall may 
be rendered iunnecessary. Governor 
Cox said today he w as deeply g rati 
tied with the progress of work in the i 
assem bly. So many of the large me&rt 
ures have been put in shape and prom­ 
ise little delay that lie feels sure the 
program he had outlined may be put 
through at the present session. 
T he only feature of doubt is the 
school system 
reorganization, 
over 
which it is alw ays possible to stir 
up a difference of opinion 
T he pre­ 
lim inary work that has been done on 
that, thus far. has developed no spe 
cial obstacles. 
T he short ballot is well along, ihe 
com pensation m easure has been com­ 
pleted. the industrial comm ission plan 
is alm ost ready, the legislative re­ 
search bureau h as been organized and 
Is at work on th e state budget, pre­ 
lim inary work has been done on the 
educational 
com m ission 
plan, 
the 
liquor problem has been thoroughly 
started and is likely to be the cause 
of less contention th an had been ex­ 
pected. 
Plans for the reform ation of the 
personal property tax laws were com­ 
pleted by C hairm an Ditty, of the tax 
comm ission, and subm itted to Gover 
nor Cox Saturday 
afternoon. 
The 
m easure is one of th e largest in vol­ 
um e and one of the m ost im portant 
in its results th a t will be up a t the 
session. 
T he m easure would wipe out per­ 
sonal property assessors and boards 
of review and nam e deputy state tax 


comm issioners, to serve during good 
behavior, 
who 
wjv.Ul appoint 
lo c i 
assessors. 
A board of review would 
pass on com plaints and many duties 
of the auditor in taxation he trails 
ferred to the men in the new system 
Deputy tax com m issioners would b. 
named by the governor, their salaries 
never to exceed that paid the county 
auditor. 
The state board of complaint or r. 
view would be composed of the zecre 
tary of state, auditor, treasurer and 
attorney general, tax officials would 
be required to stay out of partisan 
politics under penalty of removal, and 
deputy 
assessors and 
clerks in lax 
’Offices woiId be given preference in 
appointm ents. 
No increase in assess 
ment could be made without notice 
and no decrease w ithout notice to tin 
state. Suit could not be filed until all 
remeddes of the act had been tried 
and the litigant m ust pay the taxes 
and have the sum refunded if he wins. 
Mortgages would bo taxable in the 
county where given, the m ortgagee 
to pay the taxes and deduct it from 
his debt 
Provision is made to have 
title tran sfers filed with the tax com­ 
mission 
so 
records may 
be 
kept 
straight. 
Deeds would be required to 
contain* the tru e am ount of compen­ 
sation and no deed could be filed if 
taxes were due and unpaid and a uni­ 
form system of valuation would be 
put in force. 
Copies of the m easure will be re i Ij 
early in the w eek and will be Sent to 
t j every taxing official in 
the state 
and to public officials for comment 
and suggestion.
